ten the notes or kidnaped and 
slain baby Charles A. Lindbergh, 
Jr., were wiped uway by the de- 
fense chief, Edward J. Rellly dur- 
ing a recess argument. 
Reilly held, nevertheless, to a 


contention that Fisch, not Haupt- 
mann, was the receiver of the 
futile ., $50,000 Lindbergh 
ransom. 
John M. Trendley, the expert, 


declared it was his opinion that 
the important first ransom note, 
known as the nursery note, "was 
writtten by a left-handed man try- 
ing to disguise his handwriting." 
He charged, moreover, that the 
chart prepared by Albert S. Os- 
born, the chief handwriting ex- 
pert for the state, which was used 
by Osborn and other experts to il- 
lustrate basis for comparing the 
•ransom notes with Hauptmann's 
handwriting, ignored all but three 
words in the first note. 
Up to the noon recess, when he 
was still undergoing direct exami- 
nation, Trendley 
took 
up 
the 
nursery note line by line and word 
by word to show why he believ- 
ed Hauptmann was not the writer. 


Rellly declared: 
"We 
never 
contended Fisch 


wrote the notes or that he per- 
petrated the crime. I believe he 
got the ransom money.

Christmas card handed to Trend- 
ley with a query as to any possible 
similarities between the handwrit- 
ing on it and the handwriting in 
the 14 ransom notes which follow- 
ed the kidnaping and slaying of 
Baby Charles A. Lindbergh, Jr., of 
which Hauptmann is accused.

Edward J. Reilly, chief defense 
attorneyi asked Trendley: 
"As a result of your study and 
examination of the ransom notes 
and the Hauptmann request writ- 
ings,"are you in a position to ren- 
der an: opinion as to whether or 
not • Hauptmann, this defendant, 
wrote the ransom notes?" 
Hauptmann Didn't Write Note*. 
"In my opinion," said Trendley,

The defense chief was referring 
to the fact that Trendley, In his 
endeavors to prove Hauptmann 
never penned the ransom letters, 
would use the same photographic 
charts of figures, letters and word" 
which eight state experts prepar- 
ed to Illustrate their unanimous 
conviction that the defendant and 
he alone wrote the kidnap corre- 
spondence. 
The courtroom was well filled

Hauptmann Led In. 
Hauptmann came In with -his

staff appeared in court shortly 
before ten o'clock.

Laying Attack Groundwork. 
Rellly by his series of questions 
on the photography of hand-writ- 
ing appeared to be laying the 
groundwork for an attack on the 
trueness of the state's photos of 
the Hauptmann 
writing

with the ransom notes. 
Reilly 
Indicated 
a "we" In 
Hauptmann's writing. 
Q. You do not find a "we" 
like that on the ransom notes? 
A. No. 
The defense counsel, with arm 
extended, held a chart showing 
"e's" before the jury while a ran- 
som note was 
passed 
among 
them. He sought to demonstrate 
Trendley's assertion there was a 
dissimilarity between ransom note 
"e's" and those of Hauptmann.

Normal Tax and Surtax Rate* 
The revenue act of 1934 pro- 


vides for only one normal tax 
rate, that Is, 4 per cent on the 
amount of the net Income In ex- 
cess of the allowable credits such 
as the personal exemption, credit 
for dependents, etc. The act pro- 
vides for an additional credit for 
the purpose of the normal tax of 
an earned Income credit, that is, 
10 per cent of the amount of the 
earned net income but not in ex- 
cess of 10 per cent of the amount 
of the net income. The personal 
exemption and credit 
for

pendents are also allowable as 
credits against the net income 
for the purpose of the surtax, the 
resulting net income being desig- 
nated "surtax net income." The 
surtax is imposed on surtax net 
incomes in excess of $4,000. The 
rates increase in accordance with 
the amount of surtax net income 
included in varying so-called sur- 
tax bracket*. On a surtax net in- 
come of $4,000 or less there is no 
surtax.

Husband and wife living togeth- 


er may each make a separate re- 
turn of the income of each, or 
their income may be included in 
a single joint return. If a joint re- 
turn is filed, such return is treat- 
ed -.s a return of a taxable unit, 
and the income disclosed is sub- 
ject to both the normal tax and 
the surtax. If a' joint 
return 
is 


not made by an agent of the tax- 
payers it must be signed by both 
husband and wif« and sworn to 
before a proper officer by the 
spouse preparing the return, or if 
neither or both prepare the re- 
turn then by both spouses. 


Where separate returns are fil- 


ed by husband and wife, the joint 
personal exemption of $2,500 may 
be taken by either or divided be- 
tween them in any proportion as 
agreed upon.

Undor section 55 (b) of the Rev 


enue Act of 1934 every person re 
quired to file an income retur 
for a taxable year or period be 
ginning on or after January 
J934, must file with his return 
whether taxable or non-taxable 
a correct statement on form 109 
of the following items shown up- 
on the return: (1) Name and ad-1 
di'css, (2) total gross income, (3) 
total Seductions, (4) net income, 
(5) total credits agalnt net in- 
come for purposes of normal tax, 
and (6) tax payable. In case of 
failure to file the required state- 
ment with the return the collec- 
tor must, under the statute, pre- 
pare it from the return, in which 
event $5 must be added to and 
collected as a part of the tax 
In the same manner and at the 
same time as the tax.

after Hauptmann's arrest he could 
not" remember when he saw him 
in either-March or April of 1932.

"It was done,' he added "secret- 
ly and by methods that are not 
commonly understood. 
"This subject, this matter will 
be investigated." 


"Those contrivances will have 
to be excluded from the court- 
room,' he said. 


The lury was polled, and Som- 


mer, 
bespectacled 
and 
baldish, 
went back to the witness chair. 


Attorney General David T. Wi- 


lentz renewed his cross-examina- 
tion. 


Q. Now Mr. Sommer, as I un- 


derstand it, you saw a small man 
and a tall man help a woman with 
a baby on a trolley car in New 
York? 


A. 
Yes. 


Prior to that, Somner said, he 
saw the small man on the ferry 
boat on which he came over from 
Weehawken, but hastened to ex- 
plain the small man was not the 
same small man he saw on a trol- 
ley on the Jersey side. 
Once 
the 
witness 
faltered 


over his testimony the first small 
man and the 
second small man, 
Wilentz shot at him: 


"Dont evade the .questions." 
"I'm trying to explain." 
Photograph^ Shown. 


Wilentz 
showed 
Sommer 
the 
photograph of Isador Fisch again 
and the witness reiterated that it 
"resembled" the small man he had 
seen. 
- " 


The witness looked at another 


defense photograph which he said 
also resembled the man. 
Q. You wouldn't swear, though 
that these are the photographs of 
the man you saw? 


A. I wouldn't swear positively. 
Sommer 
admitted . that 
he 
"made a mistake" Friday when he 
testified the man on the Weehaw- 
ken trolley was the same he saw 
later on the ferry boat. 


Q. You are a professiona] wit- 
ness, aren't you? 
Not Professional Witness. 


A. I don't qualify as a profes- 
sional witness. I only came here 
to tell of the incidents I saw that 
night. 


Q. Did you not testify In court 
for a price? 


A. 
I haven't spoken about a 
price. 


Q. Haven't you on occasion tes- 


tifeled and when the money was 
unpaid, you stated the testimony 
you gave in court was incorrect 
and improper? 


A. No sir. 
Q. How manv cases have you tes- 
tified in? 


A. Two. I think. 
The witness told his questioner 


of cases in which he testified, in- 
cluding 
the Hall-Mills 
murder 
case. 


Wilentz brough out that the man 
was an investigator of an agency 
employed by the defense In the 
Hall-Mills case, but eventually ap- 


peared as a state witness. 


Denies False Testimony. 


Wilentz Inquired about 
Som- 
mer's testimony in an accident 
case in 1930. 
Q. Didn't you testify falsely In 


that case? 


A. I did not. 
Q. 
You testified in that case 
that you were at a stand near the 
scene of the accident? 
Pope's objection 
to 
Wllentz's 


on Sommer being paid for his tea 
timony and mailing an affidavit 
that his evidence was false was 
sustained by Justice Trenchard. 
Q. You testified about things 


you didn't know? 
i 
A. No. I testified I saw cer- 
tain bottles explode. 
Q. But you made a mistake on 
the date. It was after the acci- 
dent that you saw the bottles ex- 
plode? 


A. 
That's right. 
Q. But you testified they ex- 


ploded at the time? 
A. Yes, I was mistaken. 
Defense Objects. 
Wilentz sought to bring out the 
witness had testified falsely in an 
accident case, but the defense ob- 
jected to the method of the ques- 
tioning designed to discredit the 
witness. 
Trenchard, restricting the ques- 


tions, allowed Wilentz to ask him 
if he had made errors in his testi- 
mony in that case. Teh witness 
said he had. 
Wilentz brought from Sommer 
that he waa employed in the sup- 
plies division of the New York 
City administration and then end- 
ed .his questions. 
Reilly asked" questions on Som- 
cer's testimony on the exploding 
bottles. 
Q. There is not any doubt you 
were on the ferry boat? 
A. There isn't any doubt you 
saw what you told us about? 


A. Yes. 
Q. And you reported it to the 
police next day? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Were you alone? 
A. NO. I had two young men 


with me. 
Q, And when you notified po- 
lice you never expected you would 
testify in this case, did you? 


A. No. 
He-Cross-Examlnatlon. 


Reilly then turned over the wit- 
ness to the state for re-cross. 
Wilentz asked the witness if he 
had ever seen a picture outside 
court of the woman carrying the 
baby 
(allegedly Violet Sharpe) 
Sommer said he might have seen 
it in the newspapers but couldn't 
remember when. 
' He added that he thought he 
had seen the picture of the man 
(allegedly Isador Fisch) about a 
year and a half after the kidnap- 
ing. 
"Don't you know," Wilentz shout- 
ed, "that that picture never 
ap- 
peared in the newspapers until 
September, 
1934, after 
Haupt- 


mann's arrest?" 
"I don't know about that,1 Som- 
mer replied. 


Sommer wasn't able to identify 
a picture of a woman presented 
by WHentz as that of the woman 
he allegedly saw with .a baby on 
the trolley the night of the crime 


Reilly then took him for re-di- 
rect. 
Reilly excused him after, a few 
brief questions. 
Princeton Student Sworn. 
Ben Lupica, the young Prince- 


ton student who saw an auto with 
a ladder near the Lindbergh es- 
tae at dusk the kidnap day, was 
then sworn. 


C. Lloyd Fisher, of the defense, 


took the witness for direct exam- 
ination. 


Q. 
Where did you 
live 
on 
March 1. 1932? 


A. With mv parents in Hope- 


well, N. J., about a mile north of 
the Lindbergh estate. 


Q. Did you go past the Lind- 
bergh estate to get to your home? 


A. Yes, I was commuting to 
Princeton preparatory school in 
my car. 


Fisher directed Lupica to re- 
count his experiences the after- 
noon of the kidnaping while driv- 
ing home from school. 
Lupica told of encountering a 


man in a car with a ladder in it 
near the Lindbergh estate, 
Car on \Vrong Side of Road. 
Q. As you started up the road 
what happened? 
A. 
I noticed a car coming 


around the bend. It pulled across 
to the wrong side of the road near 
a corn field. 


Q. What happened then? 
A. He stayed there, and I start- 


ed to go on up the road and I 
passed him on the rlgnt side. 
Q. Did you see anything In the 
car? 
A. I saw two sections of a lad- 
der In the car. It was resting on 
the tops of the front and back 
seats. 


Q. Will you describe to me the 
man you saw in the car? 


A. He had on a dark coat. He 
was about 40 years old and ap 
peared to be thin. 
Q. Was he of foreign national- 


ity? 


A. No, he did not seem-to be. 
Lupica told of seeing two sec- 
tions of the ladder later in posses- 
sion of the police. 
The witness told of meeting a 
resident of the area, Nelson Wy- 
ckoff. to whom he recounted the 
incident of seeing the ladder. At 
the time, he said, he did not know 


the kidnaping had occurred. 
The boy said he went on to 
school and was summoned to the 
jindbergh estate late tha same af- 
ernoon of March 2, 1932. 


Dldnt Show Him Ladder. 


The police, even then, he went 
on, prompted 
by Fisher's ques- 
tions, did not show him the lad- 
der.Fisher asked that the kidnap 
adder be brought into court. 


Q. Did you observe the make 


of the car you saw? 
A. Yes, a 1929 Dodge. 
Q. What was the color of the 


car you saw? 
A. Black or dark blue. 
Q. 
It wasn't green 
by any 


chance? 
A. No, black or dark blue. 
The student testified that the 
car carried Mercer county, New 
Jersey, license plates. 


Such a statement, he added, was 


made to the police at the time. 
Lupica testified he made a state- 


ment that the car was black or 
dark blue, a 1929 Dodge sedan. 
The police, he said, had him pick 
out a car of similar make. 
Q. Have you at any time told 


anyone that you recognized Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann a sthe man 
you saw in that car? 


A. NO. 
Can't Identify Hauptmann. 


Q. 
Can 
you identify 
Bruno 


Richard Hauptmann as the man 
you saw In that car? 
A. I cannot. 
Fisher's last questions brought 
out that the driver did not re- 
semble Hauptmann and the kid- 
nap ladder was like the one Lupi- 
ca had seen. 
Lupica was released for cross- 
examination. 


Wilentz. with detailed Questions, 


elicited from the witness that he 
only caught a "fleeting" glance to 
the ladder. 


Shown an article In a New York 
tabloid 
newspaper 
bearing 
his 


name, Lupica testified he had been 
Paid for .that and another but he 
did not write them. 
He asserted 
they erroneously stated he had 
identified Hauptmann as the car 
driver and he had complained to 
the, city editor. 


The attorney general then asked 


the quiet young student if he had 
not called him to his office after 
the newspaper article and chlded 
him for allowing the story to ap- 
pear. 
Man in Car Resembled Haupt- 
mann. 


Wilentz had the student state 
that he was told the prosecution 
would permit him to say no more 
than what he previously told po- 
lice—the man on the car resembl- 
ed Hauptmann. 


Q. And you said then before the 
attorney 
general. 
Prosecutor 


Hauck and a half dozen othere 
that the man you saw resembled 
Hauptmann? 
A. Mr. Hauptroann has a resem- 
blance to the mm. 


Q, Youve always said so? 
A. Yes. 
Fisher arose and shouted his 
question: 


"You 
say you got a fleeting 
glance at the driver like the wit- 
ness Hockmouth (old man who 
told a similar storv.) 
"We can argue that in summa- 


tion," Wilentz interjected, object- 
ing to the question. 


Q. Can you identify this man 
(indicating Hauptmann) as 
the 
man you saw? 


Wilentz oblected 
but 
Justice 
Trenchard allowed an answer. 


A. No, I can't. 
Close Friend Is Witness. 
Hans Kloppenburg, Hauptmann's 
close personal friend, was 
the 


next defense witness sworn. A tall 
lean young man with a faint Ger- 
man accent, 
Kloeppenburg was 


the man Hauptmann said made 
"moosic" with him the ransom 
payment night of April 2, 1932. 
Reilly took him for the direct 
examination. 


Kloeppenburg told of his resi- 
dence in the Bronx and occupa- 
tion as a cabinet maker. He said 
he met Hauptmann, who lived 
near him. 


Q. Do you recall being at the 
Hauptmann home the night of 
April 2, 1932? 
A. Yes. 
Q. What day of the week was 
it? 


A. It was Saturday night. 
Q. Did you play a musical in- 
strument? 


A. Yes. Mandolin and guitar. 
Q-^What instrument did Haupt- 
mann play? 


A. Mandolin. 
Q. Tell the jury about the night 
of April 2, 1932? 
Says Hauptmann at Home. 
A. I got to Mr. Hauptmann's 


home about 7 o'clock or a quarter 
of 7. We played some music and 
cards. 
Then we had coffee and 
cake, and between 11 and 12 o'- 
clock he drove me In his car to 
the White Plains subway station. 


Q. He was in the house the en- 
tire evening up to the time he 
drove you to the subway station? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Who else was there? 
A. No one except Mrs. Haupt- 
mann. 


A. How many times (M you see 
Fisch at Hauptmann's home? 


A. I don't know. Twenty times. 
I first men him in July or August, 
1932. 


Shown photographs, he Identified 
Fisch and Henry Uhlig, a friend 
and associated in business In the 
Bronx with the little Furrier. 
Pleasure Trip Recalled. 


The witness recounted the pleas- 


ure trips of the Hauptmann'a and 
their friends to Hunter's Island 
He told of the recreation and 
fishing for eels. 


Q. Did all your friends go on 
these trips? 


A. Yes. 
Q. It was a custom in Germany? 
A. Yes. 
Reilly turned to a farewell par- 
ty for Fisch. 


Q. Now on the evening of this 
party for Fisch, what date was 
it? 


A. It was on the Saturday be- 
fore he sailed. 


A. It was Wednesday or Thurs- 
day the next week. 


Reilly then had Kloeppenburg 


enumerate all the guests at thai 
bon voyage party. 


Kloeppenburg listed the people 
present at the Flsch farewell par- 
ty. Reilly assisted him with gome 
last names with which he was 
not familiar. 


Q. Did you sea Isador Fisch 
come-In? 


A. Yes I saw him at the door 
at the top of the stairs. 


Q.^Dld he carry anything with 


Says Fisch Carried Package. 


A. Yes. He carried a package 
about 5 to 6 Inches high, 7 to i 
inches wide and about 14 inches 
long. 


Q. When was the last time you 


saw Fisch with that package In 
the Hauptmann house? 


A. They went through the hall 
to the kitchen. 


Rellly was seeking to Impress 
the jury the package Fisch had 
when he talked to Hauptmann 
was the shoe box filled with ran- 
som money.

Q. You saw him many times at 
Hauptmann's home. 
They were 
very close friends? 


A. Yes, that's right. 


More About Package. 


Kloeppenburg 
testified 
that 
Hauptmann frequently drove him 
to Hunter's Island. 
Q. Was he with his wife? 
A. Sometimes. 
Q. More often he was alone. 
A. 
Sometimes, she was with 


him. 


Fisch did not remain overnight 
with the Hauptmanns the night of 
the party but left about 1 a. m. 
The tan witness could hot recol- 
lect whether he saw Fisch depart. 
Q. 
You don't know 
whether 
that package—whether Fisch tooK 
that package away with him? 


A. I am sure he didn't. He left 
it in the kitchen. x 
Q. But you did not see him go 
home?

Arrest Date Was Unknown. 


Kloppenburg could not

the exact date of the arrest.

Q. And you knew Dr. Condon 


had said he paid the $50,000 ran- 
som and Hauptmann was 
being 


held aa the man who received It? 


A. Yes. 
Q. You knew he was charged 


with receiving the $50,000?

Wilentz then had the witness 
state when he was questioned by 
Bronx authorities he knew

The attorney general read one 


question asked in the Bronx, "Do 
you remember seeing Hauptmann 
in March or April?" and the an- 
swer, "I can't remember the days, 
I say in the months I did sec him 
some time." 


Kloeppenburg acknowledged the 


answer. 


Recalls Former Testimony. 


Reading 
from 
Kloeppenburg's 


statement to the Bronx police Wil- 
ontz showed that the witness had 
said he could not remember pos- 
iivcly being at Hauptmann't home 
April 2, 1932. 


Q. Did anybody tell you to 


come here and remember |t? 


A. Yes, I remember it now. 
Pope and Reilly both protested 


when Wilentz sought to cut the 
answer short. Kloeppenburg was 
allowed to recount what recalled 
the time to him,

Hauptmann picked out the first 
Saturday of the month, so' he 
could use you to establish an ali- 
bi? 


Kloeppenburg looked at Wilentz 


Incredulously and then his face 
broke into a broad smile. He did 
not answer when Pope Immedi- 
ately objected.

Objection Is Sustained. 
Justice Trenchard sustained the 


objeotion. 
"It's no worse," Wilentz observ- 


ed, "than your asking Betty Gow 
if she dropped the thumb guard 
on the lane." 


Kloeppenburg said his recollec- 


tions about April 2 were refresh- 
ed some time in December and 
he realized he had been with 
Haur<tmann that night.

government and a man who would 
grace the faculty. 


"Do you think a 45 minute 


speech sufficient to show a man's 
qualifications to teach in the Uni- 
versity" some one shouted as Far- 
mer lauded Murray. 
Another suggested that the res- 


olution be amended to ask that 
Murray be made a member of 
the faculty of Texas Christian 
University, located at Fort Worth. 


Representative George B. But- 


ler of Bryan set up an amend- 
ment proposing that Murray 
be 


appointed dean of the University 
of Texas law school. 
"I elmply know that if Mur- 


ray ' were on the faculty of the 
department of government, there 
vould be on It a man who al- 
ways would stand for the people 
of Texas," Farmer said. 
The vote was without record.

(Continued From Pase One) 
ness generally was improving.

The house was advised by its ap- 
propriations committee today to 
provide the state, justice, com- 
merce and labor departments a 
total of $98,185,500 for expenses In 
tho fiscal year beginning Judy 1, 
1936. 
This is $6,164,417 more than 
was allowed them this year. 
The bulk of the increase repre- 


sented restoration of salaries to 
the full 100 per cent level. 
But 
committees hearty apnroval of the 
justice 
department's 
anti-crime 


drive and the labor department's 
work in gathering statistics led 
to other important boosts. 
The committee stopped the bu- 
reau of budgets estimate for anti- 
crime work up $300,000 to a $5,000,- 
000 total, or $620,000 more than 
1935.To the bureau of labor statistics 
it gave the largest increase for 
additional personnel, $365,60.0 more 
than the $528,000 
appropriation 
this year. It also approved $200,- 
000 to continue a cost-of-Hvlng in- 
quiry. 
Less Than Budget Estimates 
Tho $98,185,500 total for the four 
departments was only $1,449,257 
less than budget recommendations. 
Of this, the state department drew 
$13,788,000—$1,650,484 less than this 
year, and $95,100 under budget es- 
timates. The justice departments 
share was $34,550,000, »n increase 
of $3,528,791 over current funds 
and only $182,120 under the bud- 
get. 
For the commerce depart- 


ment, $34,480,500 was recommend- 
ed, an increase, likewise, of $2,960,- 
915 over 1935 appropriations but 
$250,215 under the budget figure. 
The labor department's allowance 
for 1036 of $15,360,000 was $1,325- 
195 larger than that granted this 
year, though $921,822 under the 
budget. 
• 
The committee said the actual 
increase in funds for the justice 
department, 
exclusive 
of salary 
restoration, was only approximate- 
ly $1,516,000. Around $31.000 addi- 
tional was allowed for an increas- 
ed staff to defend the government 
in customs cases. 
A slight 
in- 
crease was given, also, for en- 
forcement of anti-trust laws. 
Other Increases. 


The committee figured the com- 
merce 
department's 
non-salary 


restoration Increase at only $153,- 
259. 
The aeronautics bureau was 


allowed $5,909,800, an increase of 
$398,000 over 1935 appropriations 
but $99,900 les sthan budget esti- 
mates. 
The commerce departments ma- 


jor increase was of $29,950 over 
budget estimates or $182,400 for 
promoting commerce In Central 
and South America. The,commit- 
tee explained the $53,900 
boost 


over 1935 funds was based upon 
information "that the territory to 
tho south of us presents a good 
field for trade exploitation and 
that a reasonable outlay of 
ex- 
pense by the way of furnishing 
trade data to American exporters 
will bring an ultimate return to 
the government in the form of in- 
come taxes many times more than 
the amount appropriated." 
A reflection of recent ship dis- 
asters was contained in the com- 
mittee's recommendation that the 
bureau of navigation and steam- 
boat inspection be given the en- 
tire $1,598,000 estimated by the 
budget, or $233,138 over 1935. 


Work is Praised.

Work of the labor department In 
improving the manners, 
morals 
and education of its immigration 
Inspectors, especially along Cana- 
dian and Mexican borders, was 
praised by the house appropria- 
tions committee as "very import- 
ant" today.

sioner of Immigration and natural- 
ization, told tho committee his de- 
partment had prepared a series of 
20 lectures which were distributed 
to every member of the staff. The 
first one on "The Spirit of tho 
Service" dealt with law observ- 
ance, courtesy, consideration and 
decency in law enforcement activ- 
ities.

Concluding- that the criminal "is 
on the run," the appropriations 
committee today asked the house 
in overrule President 
Roosevelt 


and give 55,000,000 to the justice 
department's famed division of in- 
vestigation next fiscal year. 


President Roosevelt sent a bud- 


get message asking $4,700,000 for 
the agency. Today, Bridges rec- 
ommending $5,000,000, the commit- 
tee told the house; 
"Under the able leadership of 


the attorney general, remarkable 
results have been and are being 
attained in the apprehension and 
ponviction of desperate criminals." 
J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 


division, told the committee how 
the work had been increased by 
the last congress. To summarize 
just one new law—making it a 
federal offense to rob a national 
bank—he reported there were 80 
robberies. 
The results were: 18 


persons 
convicted,

awaiting 


trial and four killed by local of- 
ficers. 
Out of 32 ktdnaplngs since the 


federal anti-kidnap law was en- 
acted, he reported that all had 
been solved. But he rapped the
